Forty-Hour Week 


Increased minimum wag 
hour week, higher industrial standards and changes in liquor 
|regulations, are sought in an Alberta Federation of Labor 
|brief to go before the provincial cabinet next week. 


The brief will be presented on 
Jan, 20, it was announced today by 
President Herbert G, Turner of 
the Alberta Federation of Labor 

In the matter of higher minimum 
wages, the brief that 
Alberta has the highest rates of any 
Canadian province, ft posnts 
however, that cost-of-living inc 
figures indicate the average family 
should have $44.60 a week to main 
tain a proper Canadian standard of 
living 
75-CENT RATE ASKED 

“On this basis,” states the brief 
the minimum hourly wage rates 
for males should be “around 90 
cents an hour.” 

The brief urges the government 
to set a minimum hourly rate of 
75 cents for males working in Al 
berta 

Following minimum rates for fe- 
males have been suggested; 

First month of employment, $18 
per week; second month, $20 a 
week; third month, $22 a week, with 
24 a week thereafter
